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Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1959. 

From  the  general  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Registrar 
General  estimates  that  the  population  has  increased  by  10,  and 
that  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  100  more  inhabited  houses 
in  the  Borough. 


The  vital  statistics  indicate  that  there  has  been  a slight  rise 
in  the  live  birth  rate  to  14.67  per  1,000  population  compared  with 
a rate  of  11.9  per  1,000  last  year.  This  figure  also  compares  with 
the  national  birth  rate  of  16.5  per  1,000. 

With  regard  to  deaths,  the  death  rate  has  shown  little  change, 
being  12.9  per  1,000  population  compared  with  13.2  last  year. 
This  rate  exceeds  the  national  death  rate  of  11.6  per  1,000.  Of 
the  432  deaths  which  occurred,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circu- 
latory system  continue  to  be  the  major  cause  being  responsible 
for  283  deaths,  the  second  major  cause  being  cancer  accounting 
for  88  deaths.  These  two  causes  together  accounted  for  85.8% 
of  the  total  deaths.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  deaths  occurred 
due  to  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year,  measles 
was  the  most  outstanding.  There  were  290  cases  notified,  the 
majority  being  children  one  to  five  years  of  age.  There  also 
occurred  during  the  year  one  case  of  typhoid  fever,  the  origin  of 
which  remained  undetermined  in  spite  of  the  most  searching  and 
painstaking  enquiries  that  were  made.  The  fact  that  such  a case 
can  still  occur  indicates  the  need  to  maintain  a high  standard  of 
hygiene  particularly  in  a town  with  such  a moving  population 
during  the  summer  months. 

From  the  Water  Engineer’s  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  excellent  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

From  that  part  of  the  report  indicating  the  general  provision 
of  Health  Services  in  the  Borough  it  will  be  seen  that  an  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  held  once  a fortnight  on  a Monday  afternoon  has 
been  established  on  the  West  Hill  Estate.  This  Clinic,  which  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council  is  accommodated  in  the  Church 
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Centre  and  is  light,  airy  and  colourful,  and  has  a most  happy 
atmosphere  in  which  mothers  can  be  advised  in  the  care  of  their 
infants.  A cup  of  tea  and  a biscuit  is  also  available  to  the 
mothers,  and  to  date  the  attendances  have  been  good. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  indicates  that  the 
number  of  sanitary  inspections  continue  to  rise,  there  having  been 
4,609  this  year  compared  with  3,943  last  year. 

Concerning  housing,  unfit  property  continues  to  be  dealt  with 
and  27  unfit  houses  were  demolished  or  part  closed.  65  unfit  houses 
were  made  fit  by  having  defects  remedied.  During  the  year  23 
new  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  and  176  by  private 
enterprise. 

In  presenting  this  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the 
staff  of  my  department  for  their  work  during  the  year,  and  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  con- 
stant interest  and  support.

Water  Supply 

The  report  for  the  year  1959/60  is  substantially  the  same  as 
for  the  year  1958/59  but  with  the  following  variations  and  amend- 
ments : 

General 

The  number  of  properties  now  supplied  from  the  Corpora- 
tion’s distribution  system  is  approximately  13,200  with  a further 
1 ,200  metred  supplies  afforded  for  trade  and  agricultural  use. 

The  total  length  of  mains  now  laid  in  the  area  of  supply  is 
approximately  205  miles  in  sizes  varying  from  3"  dia.  to  18"  dia. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  during  the  year  1959/60 
was  approximately  630,000,000  gallons  compared  with  598,000,000 
gallons  during  the  previous  year.  The  increased  consumption  was 
due  to  the  dry  summer  of  1959. 

Rainfall  and  Availability  of  Supplies 

The  recorded  rainfall  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1960, 
was  26.72  inches  compared  with  23.56  inches  during  the  previous 
year,  and  26.80  inches  for  the  Long  Period  Average.  In  spite  of 
severe  water  shortages  throughout  the  country  during  the  summer 
months,  the  Corporation’s  Undertaking  had  a margin  of  at  least 
45%  over  the  peak  weeks  demand  in  August,  and  no  restrictions 
in  supplies  were  necessary. 

Quality  of  Water 

The  quality  of  the  raw  waters  obtained  from  all  the  sources 
have  generally  been  excellent  throughout  the  year.  101  samples 
of  raw  water  and  95  samples  of  treated  water  were  submitted  by 
the  Engineer  and  Manager  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year.  Of  these  only  two  samples  of  raw  water  showed  the 
presence  of  B.  Coli,  1 from  Hunmanby  and  1 from  Haisthorpe. 

The  treated  waters,  as  put  into  supply,  have  invariably  been 
of  first-class  quality. 

Water  Analysis 

A typical  analysis  of  water  is  substantially  the  same  as  given 
in  previous  reports. 
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Waterworks  Development 

The  Development  Scheme,  begun  in  1951,  is  now  being  com- 
pleted with  the  Re-equipment  of  Mill  Lane  Pumping  Station  and 
the  development  of  the  Northern  Area  of  supply  in  hand  at  the 
present  time.

Mr.  Mayor.  Lady  and  Gentlemen. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  coming  of  age  report, 
my  twenty-first,  on  the  Environmental  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Borough. 

The  Environmental  section  covers  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1959. 
and  the  Cleansing  Section  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March.  1960. 

The  year  has  again  been  one  of  intense  effort  in  all  directions,  some 
4.600  inspections  have  been  made  against  3,900  last  year.  Work  in 
connection  with  housing,  food  and  camping  has  again  been  given  preference. 

Cleansing,  too.  has  added  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  Department, 
nearly  200  additional  houses  have  been  erected,  and  27  houses  have  been 
demolished. 

1 would  again  emphasise  that  it  has  been  necessary  for  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors  to  work  overtime  until  9 and  10  p.m.  in  some  instances, 
in  order  to  ensure  post  mortem  examination  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for 
human  consumption.  Whether  or  not  you  are  able  to  appoint  a Public 
Health  Inspector  oftentimes  depends  upon  payment  for  overtime  on  meat 
inspection. 

No  fewer  than  1,469  interviews  on  various  matters  have  taken  place 
during  the  year.  Some  of  these  interviews  are  lengthy,  but  many  knotty 
problems  are  solved  thereby. 

The  Clerical  staff  have  worked  very  hard  to  keep  their  heads  above 
water,  and  it  was  again  necessary  to  work  overtime.  The  larger  number 
of  short  term  sites  on  the  caravan  camp,  together  with  increased  work 
during  the  season,  is  responsible  for  this.

The  total  number  of  inspections  for  all  purposes  amounted  to  18,017, 
excluding  786  by  the  Rodent  Operator.

The  public  slaughterhouse  operated  by  the  Corporation  through  the 
Health  Committee,  and  situated  in  Rhodena  Avenue,  has  again  had  a 
satisfactory  year  of  operation.  Trading  during  the  financial  year  ending 
31st  March,  1960,  has  not  been  all  that  it  might  have  been,  and  a deficit 
of  a little  ever  £98  is  shown  in  the  balance  sheet. 

847  more  sheep  were  slaughtered,  but  there  was  a slight  reduction  in 
the  number  of  other  animals  slaughtered  7 beasts,  14  calves  and  13  pigs. 

For  more  economic  running  a bigger  throughput  is  necessary,  and  it 
would  be  possible  if  our  local  butchers  gave  one  hundred  per  cent,  support, 
and  had  all  their  animals  slaughtered  there,  or  bought  “off  the  hook" 
through  the  local  company.  No  further  slaughterhouse  licences  may  be 
granted  in  the  Borough,  except  by  special  consent  of  the  Minister. 

Ante-mortem  inspection  of  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  calves  is  undertaken 
by  your  inspectorate  at  the  Cattle  Market  each  Monday.  As  we  are  now 
in  a Tuberculosis  Eradication  Area,  it  means  that  non-attested  animals  must 
be  kept  separate  from  attested  stock,  and  the  visits  to  the  market  ensures 
this,  the  licences  being  inspected.  Close  co-operation  exists  between,  my 
staff  and  the  staff  of  the  auctioneers  office. 

The  two  private  slaughterhouses  have  again  been  run  in  a very 
satisfactory  manner,  and  their  standard  of  cleanliness  is  second  to  none.  1 
anticipate  that  both  these  slaughterhouses  will  be  brought  into  line  with 
the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  & Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of 
Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958. 

During  the  year  one  whole  carcase  was  found  to  be  affected  by 
generalised  tuberculosis,  and  required  total  condemnation.  The  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  showed  a decrease  from  9%  to  6%  in  cattle,  excluding  cows, 
none  of  which  were  affected.  There  was  a slight  increase  of  tuberculosis 
in  pigs — 2,52%  compared  with  2.20%  during  the  corresponding  period 
last  year. 

In  the  22  years  that  1 have  served  you.  1 haye  been  pleased  to  see  a 
steady  decline  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  slaughterhouse.  It  is 
the  aim  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  effect  total 
eradication  of  tuberculosis  by  the  end  of  1960. 

Six  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  discoyered  during  the  year.  The 
local  butchers’  company  has  an  extremely  good  arrangement  whereby 
affected  carcases  are  placed  in  the  cold  store  of  another  firm,  for  14  days 
at  a temperature  of  approximately  —25  to  — 30°F.

In  a holiday  resort  particular  stress  must  be  applied  to  the  subject  of 
food  hygiene,  and  the  Corporation  have  set  an  example  by  providing  free 
washing  facilities  for  the  food  traders  and  their  staffs,  both  in  the  King 
Street  Market  and  for  the  stall  holders  on  the  Foreshores.  A further 
supplement  to  these  facilities  is  the  provision  of  hot  water  for  the  washing 
units  which  are  required  to  be  provided  by  market  stall  holders  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  open  food.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  these  units  have  been 
regularly  used,  and  are  not  merely  decorative  nor  ornamental  additions 
to  their  stalls. 

During  the  year  under  review,  two  Food  Hygiene  Film  Shows  were 
held  in  the  Reception  Room  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  I arranged  for  a Forum 
to  be  present  on  each  occasion  to  answer  the  questions  put  by  the  audience. 
The  first  meeting  was  attended  by  nearly  250  people,  and  the  second  by 
over  120  people,  the  audiences  principally  comprised  members  of  local 
catering  organisations,  food  traders  and  a number  of  senior  pupils  from 
the  St.  George’s  County  Secondary  Girls  School.  It  was  pleasing  to  see 
the  great  interest  taken  by  all,  some  very  intelligent  questions  being  asked. 

The  relationship  between  my  staff  and  the  trade  has  again  been  cordial, 
and  1 am  pleased  to  record  that  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  being 
looked  upon  more  than  ever  as  advisers,  consultations  are  frequently 
requested  by  traders  considering  improvements  in  their  premises.  Many 
thousands  of  pounds  have  been  spent  on  the  improvement  of  food  premises, 
frequently  on  equipment  and  preparation  rooms,  not  seen  by  the  general 
public. 
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Table  XJ  shows  the  amount  of  work  done  following  the  service  of 
Notices  requiring  compliance  with  the  Food  Flygiene  Regulations,  this 
table  in  no  way  reflects  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  voluntarily  by 
local  traders,  and  I would  like  to  thank  them  for  their  co-operation. 

The  survey  of  the  boarding  houses  in  the  town  is  progressing,  but  it 
will  be  some  considerable  time  before  it  is  complete  when  so  many  other 
matters  require  attention.  Hotel  and  boarding  house  keepers  could  assist 
by  installing  wash  hand  basins  before  the  visits  of  my  staff,  this  would 
save  a considerable  amount  of  time  and  work. 

Elsewhere  in  my  Report  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  three  instances, 
procedings  were  taken  for  offences  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 
these  cases  need  not  have  been  taken  if  the  food  handlers  concerned  had 
shown  a little  more  care.  1 have  instructed  my  staff  to  be  readily  available 
to  carry  out  inspections  of  food  at  any  premises  on  request,  and  113  visits 
have  been  made  in  this  connection. 

The  public  could  do  much  more  to  assist  the  dairy  trade  in  their  efforts 
to  provide  a good  clean  product,  by  rinsing  out  the  milk  bottle  in  cold 
water  after  use,  and  returning  promptly.  Far  too  many  bottles  are  returned 
in  a dirty  condition,  or  used  for  other  purposes  which  renders  them  useless 
for  milk. 

During  the  year  9 talks  were  given  to  voluntary  organisations,  great 
stress  being  paid  to  food  hygiene  matters.

I have  to  report  that  the  results  of  ice  cream  sampling  during  the  year 
shows  that  the  standard  was  not  quite  what  one  expects. 

The  samples  falling  into  Grades  I and  II  are  5%  short  of  the  recom- 
mended standard,  and  there  is  no  need  for  any  samples  to  come  within  the 
catagory  of  Grade  IV. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  very  warm  summer  of  last  year  was  the  cause 
of  the  poorer  results,  and  an  examination  of  the  above  table  may  support 
this  theory,  but  warm  weather  is  only  conducive  to  bacterial  growth — it 
does  not  produce  the  bacteria  which  cause  samples  to  fall  below  Grade  T 
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The  necessity  for  breaking  down  and  physically  cleaning  manufactur- 
ing plant  and  not  relying  only  upon  sterilising  agents,  was  demonstrated 
last  year,  when  a number  of  unsatisfactory  ice  cream  samples  were  obtained 
from  one  source  and  investigations  showed  that  an  employee  was  relying 
solely  upon  a sterilising  agent.  On  examination  of  the  plant  it  was  found 
that  a valve  was  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  being  heavily  coated  with  stale 
ice  cream.  When  cleaned,  and  further  samples  taken,  the  grading 
improved. 

The  use  of  sterilisers  is  most  important,  but  we  must  never  expect  them 
to  do  all  the  work — they  are  only  capable  of  rendering  small  amounts  of 
organic  matter  sterile.  The  importance  of  my  last  remark  cannot  be  over 
emphasised. 

I wish  our  retailers  would  also  realise  this  and  change  the  rinse  water 
(which  1 have  always  advocated  must  contain  a sterilising  agent)  for  their 
serving  scoops  more  frequently,  instead  of  leaving  it  until  it  has  the 
appearance  of  a “ milky  ” fluid.

As  in  previous  years,  several  food  premises  in  the  Borough  have  been 
treated  with  D.D.T.  residual  sprays,  as  a precautionary  measure  against 
fly  infestation,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Camping 

The  five  licensed  sites  in  the  Borough  are  as  follows  ; 

1.  Marton  Road,  Bridlington.  12.5  acres. 

2.  Charity  Farm,  Sewerby.  8.02  acres. 

3.  Pinfold  Street,  Bridlington.  0.63  acres. 

4.  Jewison  Lane,  Sewerby,  Bridlington.  (Mr.  J.  Ireland).  4.05  acres. 

5.  Jewison  Lane,  Sewerby,  Bridlington.  (Mr.  J.  P.  T.  Pilling).  2.0  acres. 

The  licence  in  respect  of  the  camp  at  Lime  Kiln  Lane,  of  17.5  acres  in 
extent,  was  granted  by  the  Magistrates  in  1937. 

The  above  mentioned  camp  sites  cover  nearly  45  acres,  and  between 
them  they  accommodate  over  one  thousand  caravans,  though  none  are 
occupied  as  permanent  dwellings. 

The  control  of  caravan  sites  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  duties,  particularly  in  holiday  resorts,  and  is  the  responsibility 
of  Mr.  Jackson.  During  the  year  under  review  317  visits  were  paid  to 
caravan  sites,  and  123  inspections  of  individual  caravans  were  carried  out. 
The  latter  inspections  have  again,  as  in  previous  years,  helped  to  reduce 
the  number  of  unsuitable  “caravans”  (viz.  converted  bus  bodies,  etc.). 
Much  good  work  has  been  done  in  this  connection  during  the  year  by 
Mr.  Jackson. 
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1 am  informed  by  the  proprietors  of  the  sites  that  there  is  an  ever 
increasing  demand  for  this  type  of  holiday  dwelling,  and  judging  from 
the  “No  Sites”  Notices  one  sees  at  the  entrances,  it  would  appear  that 
this  is  so.  At  the  moment  the  disappointed  people  seem  to  be  going  else- 
where, but  the  day  may  come  when  we  will  have  to  reconsider  the  position. 

Organised  Camping 

The  eight  acre  Corporation  site,  situated  on  South  Cliff  Land,  was 
again  used  for  tented  camps  by  various  contingents  of  the  Church  Lads 
Brigade,  Boys’  Brigade  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

During  1959,  ten  organised  camps  were  under  canvas  with  a total 
strength  of  more  than  800  officers  and  boys,  from  different  parts  of  the 
country. 

I repeat  what  I said  in  my  1958  Annual  Report,  that  the  Health  Com- 
mittee have  shown  foresight  in  reserving  a site  for  this  purpose.  It  is 
important  for  a local  authority  to  help  towards  the  training  of  youth 
to-day,  and  this  is  one  of  the  ways  we  can  assist. 

The  Caravan  Club  (Yorkshire  Centre)  again  held  two  rallies,  one  at 
Easter  and  the  other  in  the  first  week  of  September.  Over  200  caravans 
brought  600  people  into  the  town  on  each  occasion. 

I seriously  hope  that  the  Corporation  will  not  alter  their  policy  regard- 
ing the  use  of  this  land  for  organised  camping. 

Corporation  Caravan  Site 

The  Corporation  Caravan  Site  on  South  Cliff  has  again  had  a suc- 
cessful season,  the  total  income  being  £9,298,  showing  a profit  of  £3,269, 
which  was  put  towards  the  general  rate  fund. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  seasonal  sites  far  exceeds  the  number 
of  sites  available.  Demand  for  short  term  sites  for  touring  caravans  also 
reached  a record  figure,  and  I had  to  refuse  accommodation  for  many 
caravans  during  the  peak  period  of  July  and  August. 

If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  cater  for  the  travelling 
caravanner,  more  short  term  sites  will  be  required  at  the  expense  of  the 
seasonal  sites,  and  by  so  doing  indiscriminate  camping  will  be  restricted  to 
reasonable  proportions.  I would,  however,  issue  a word  of  warning,  short 
term  sites  are  more  expensive  to  administer  than  seasonal  sites  from  a 
clerical  point  of  view. 

During  the  year  the  drainage  of  the  adjoining  privately  owned  site 
was  connected  to  our  own  camp  sewers. 

1 would  like  to  see  in  the  not  too  distant  future  the  construction  of 
showers  for  the  bathing  of  the  campers. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death  during  the  year  of  Mr. 

J Mellonby  (“Jack”  to  most  of  the  campers),  who  had  been  the  Camp 
Attendant  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  he  was  a grand  fellow.

The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  control  and  maintenance 
of  the  public  conveniences. 

The  new  conveniences  at  Cliff  Walk,  Sewerby,- were  opened  on  the  14th 
August,  1959.  They  serve  a useful  purpose  on  Sewerby  Cliffs,  close  to  the 
new  steps  to  the  beach,  and  along  one  of  the  most  popular  “walks”  in  the 
Borough. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  completely  modernised  conveniences  on  Royal 
Princes  Parade,  when  completed  (before  Whitsuntide.  1960)  will  help  to 
prevent  queueing  at  the  Promenade  Conveniences  during  the  “peak” 
periods. 

The  popularity  of  the  South  Side  is  increasing  each  year.  There  are. 
1 think,  two  reasons,  the  increasing  amount  of  motor  traffic  with  more  con- 
stant use  of  the  car  park,  and  the  greater  number  of  people  frequenting 
the  area  owing  to  camping  activities. 

It  has  in  its  train  brought  an  additional  responsibility  to  the  Corpora- 
tion, that  of  public  conveniences  in  this  area.  It  is  embarrassing  to  see 
the  constant  queueing  at  week-ends  during  the  season  at  the  South  Cliff 
Land  Conveniences.  The  existing  wooden  conveniences  have  outlived  their 
usefulness,  in  structure  and  size,  and  new  conveniences  must  be  built. 
Drainage  is  going  to  be  difficult,  it  is  practicable,  but  it  will  be  rather 
expensive. 

Once  more  I must  deplore  the  hooliganism  and  theft  which  has  taken 
place  in  conveniences,  causing  considerable  damage  and  expense  to  the 
Corporation.  1 ask  the  public  to  assist  whenever  possible  by  reporting  to 
me  or  the  police  any  acts  of  hooliganism  which  they  may  witness. 
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Offensive  Trades 


There  is  one  Tripe  Boiler  in  the  Borough,  and  he  has  operated  in  a 
most  orderly  manner,  no  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Clean  Air  Act 

During  the  year  two  applications  for  prior  approval  of  equipment  to 
be  installed  were  considered  in  accordance  with  Section  3 of  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  1956,  and  approval  was  given  in  each  case. 

One  notification  was  received  of  intention  to  instal  a hand  fired  coke 
boiler.

The  supervision  of  this  work  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
by  Mr.  R.  S.  Wright. 

Table  XVI.  gives  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  from  1st  April 
to  the  31st  December.  1959,  and  is  taken  from  the  report  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  It  should  be  explained  here 
that  this  report  is  for  a nine  month  period  only  on  this  occasion,  due  to 
the  recent  change  of  policy  by  the  Ministry  from  the  “direct”  to  the  “block” 
grant  system. 

Following  the  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  at  the  end  of  the  1958/59 
financial  year,  when  no  “takes”  of  the  test  baits  were  reported,  the  Techni- 
cal Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  recommended 
that  no  further  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  required  until  1962. 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  bodies  recovered  in  all  cases, 
except  for  Agricultural  Property.  It  can  be  said  that  the  farms  in  the 
Borough  are  the  principal  harbourage  for  rats — hence  the  necessity  for  the 
annual  inspection  and  treatment,  where  necessary. 

I have  found  both  the  farmers  and  public  to  be  most  co-operative,  and 
an  early  report  of  rats  being  seen  enables  me  to  arrange  for  a treatment  of 
the  premises  before  any  serious  infestation  arises.

The  weight  of  house  refuse  is  derived  from  30%  test  weighings  evenly 
spread  over  the  52  weeks.  Trade  refuse,  waste  paper,  kitchen  waste  and 
other  salvage  are  actual  weights. 

2,547  loads  of  various  types  of  refuse,  giving  an  estimated  weight  of 
2,547  tons,  were  deposited  at  the  tip.  1,058  loads  were  received  from  the 
Highways  Department,  321  from  the  Parks  and  Gardens  Department,  and 
57  loads  from  the  Waterworks  Department. 

83  tradespeople  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Corporation  at  the  tip  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  and  waste  materials. 

Salvage  totalled  947  tons  2 cwts.  1 qr..  compared  with  919  tons  7 cwts. 
for  1958/59.  The  principal  items  being  :

It  will  be  seen  that  two  of  our  Freighters  are  now  twenty  years  old. 

These  are  of  the  Tiller  type  and  it  is  not  easy  to  train  drivers  for  this  type 
of  vehicle,  but  the  situation  generally  will  be  eased  when  we  take  delivery 
of  our  new  vehicle  in  the  1960/61  financial  year. 

Some  29  pieces  of  equipment  are  used  in  connection  with  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  salvage,  street  cleansing,  gully  and  cesspool 
emptying,  verge  cutting,  weed  spraying,  licensed  and  organised  camps, 
our  caravan  camp  and  the  slaughterhouse. 

In  addition  to  this  there  are  my  street  orderly  barrows  and  some  160 
coin  operated  locks  and  five  turnstiles  at  public  conveniences  to  maintain. 

The  S.  and  D.  Freighters  have  again  given  every  satisfaction,  and 
machines  purchased  in  1948,  1949  and  1951  are  still  running  with  their 
initial  engines. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  only  six  new  tyres  were  put  into  com- 
mission during  the  year.  I attribute  the  decreasing  expenditure  on  tyres 
to  the  more  satisfactory  consolidation  of  the  tip  surface  since  we  purchased 
the  International  Crawler. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  again  been  maintained  out  of  the 
season.  From  June  to  September  a bi-weekly  collection  was  given  to 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  cafes.  A three  times  weekly  collection  is 
given  to  the  larger  hotels  and  cafes  for  which  a charge  is  made. 

Kitchen  waste  is  collected  at  a minimum  twice  weekly.  In  the  hotel 
and  boarding  house  areas  a three  times  a week  service  is  given  in  the 
summer.  The  individual  three  gallon  bucket  is  used  and  at  the  end  of 
the  financial  year  3.173  were  in  use. 

Salvage 

A greater  amount  of  salvage  was  reclaimed  than  in  1958,  principally 
due  to  waste  paper. 

The  abstract  of  accounts  prepared  by  the  Borough  Treasurer  for 
1959/60  shows  that  for  an  expenditure  of  £4.226,  we  obtained  an  income 
of  £6,570.  giving  a net  relief  to  the  rates  of  £2,344,  and  when  one  reflects 
that  the  major  portion  of  this  material  would  have  to  be  collected  as  house 
refuse,  from  which  we  would  get  no  financial  benefit,  an  even  greater 
saving  can  be  envisaged.  The  creation  of  permanent  employment  for  four 
men  on  salvage  work  must  not  be  underestimated. 

The  elevator  purchased  for  the  loading  of  bales  of  waste  paper  and 
tins  has  been  invaluable  both  in  respect  to  the  ease  of  loading  and  also 
reducing  the  danger  to  workmen  in  not  having  to  manhandle  these  bales 
at  varying  heights  up  to  fourteen  feet. 

Disposal 

House  and  trade  refuse  is  being  tipped  at  the  Woldgate  site  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  No  complaints 
have  been  received  during  the  year. 
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Dozing,  consolidation,  earth  removal  and  refuse  covering  is  carried 
out  mechanically,  and  the  International  Crawler  has  been  invaluable  for 
this  work. 

The  Borough  Engineer  used  the  Crawler  for  excavating  roads  on  the 
industrial  site,  and  excavations  in  connection  with  the  Beaconsfield  Boating 
Pool. 

Cultivated  Land 

Land  not  immediately  needed  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  together  with 
land  levelled  with  house  refuse,  was  again  cultivated,  the  crop  being  grass 
(for  hay).  The  completed  refuse  disposal  site  off  Easton  Road  was  again 
let  as  a market  garden.  A number  of  the  fields  sown  with  grass  were  let 
off  for  grazing  purposes.  The  total  income  received  from  all  purposes  was 
£104  Os.  Od. 

Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying,  Etc. 

The  800  gallon  S.  and  D.  combined  Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptier  has 
now  been  in  use  for  practically  1 1 years.  It  has  again  done  a tremendous 
amount  of  work  both  within  and  without  the  Borough. 

My  mechanic  was  correct  in  his  assumption  that  with  improved  piston 
rings  we  could  run  the  engine  for  another  twelve  months,  it  is  in  fact  still 
running  reasonably  satisfactorily. 

There  are  a number  of  extremely  costly  components  for  pumping, 
etc.,  that  will  require  renewing,  and  the  bodywork  is  not  improving  with  age. 

It  would  be  to  our  advantage  to  seriously  consider  replacing  this 
machine  with  one  larger  and  of  a more  modern  type  that  comprises  a power 
pump  for  street  watering,  as  against  gravity  feed  at  the  present  time. 

The  cost  of  running  this  machine  was  £1,290  Is.  Od.  and  the  income 
Was  £1,636  9s.  8d.  Repairs  and  labour  amounted  to  £140. 

Over  40,000  miles  are  registered  on  the  Milometer,  and  when  one  takes 
into  consideration  that  the  engine  is  used  for  emptying  every  road  gully 
and  cesspool  it  can  safely  be  assumed  that  three  times  that  mileage  has 
been  covered. 

This  machine  never  seems  to  be  without  a job,  in  fact,  it  is  at  tirnes 
difficult  to  carry  out  major  maintenance  work  without  inconvenience,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  its  work  is  so  finely  programmed  both  within  and  without 
the  district. 

9,186  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  at  a cost  of  12.8d.  per  gully. 
200  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  emptying  cesspools  from  which 
669  loads  were  removed,  equalling  301,050  gallons  of  sewage. 

217  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  British  Railways.  Sludge 
pits,  etc.,  were  emptied  237  times  in  the  Borough  for  industrial  concerns. 

3,021  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  at  Flamborough  and  Hunmanby,  and  cesspools  in  the  area  of  the 
Filey  Urban  Council  were  emptied  36  times.  Sewers  in  the  Borough  were 
flushed  as  and  when  required  in  additon  to  washing  down  after  floods  and 
street  watering. 
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Street  Cleansing 

Mechanical  Equipment : 

2 Electric  Street  Orderly  Trucks. 

1 Lewin  Mechanical  Sweeper  Collector  (part  time). 

The  gully  emptier  has  also  been  used  for  street  watering  during 
the  season. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  eight  beats.  Four  lengthmen  beats  in 
the  rural  part  of  the  Borough,  two  beats  with  street  orderly  barrows,  and 
two  with  electric  street  orderly  vehicles.  Three  beats  in  the  town  area  and 
near  the  sea  front  are  shortened  during  the  summer  season  in  order  that  a 
continual  sweep  shall  be  kept  in  the  town  and  promenade. 

The  Mechanical  Sweeper  Collector  has  been  used  from  Easter  to  the 
end  of  the  season  in  the  early  morning  in  the  town  area,  followed  by 
areas  more  suitable  for  its  use  and  less  frequented  by  traffic  during  the 
day.  In  the  winter  it  is  replaced  by  one  of  the  electric  street  orderly 
vehicles. 

The  Old  Town  Area  from  Portland  Place  to  Scarborough  Road  at  its 
junction  with  Market  Place,  east  to  Forty  Foot,  including  the  Priory 
Estate,  west  to  Leys  Road  and  South  to  St.  John’s  Avenue,  including 
Martindale’s  Estate,  has  again  been  covered  with  the  electric  street  orderly 
vehicle.  The  other  electric  vehicle  did  an  excellent  job  of  work  on  the 
Victoria  Terraces,  Beaconsfield  and  Alexandra  Promenades,  North  Sea 
Wall,  district  roads  adjacent  to  this  area,  and  part  of  the  south  side  in  the 
summer  season. 

Roads  taken  over  during  the  year  include  : Bempton  Crescent,  between 
Bempton  Drive  and  Bempton  Oval,  Marton  Road,  service  road  to  shops 
Nos.  147-153.  Road  between  Flamborough  Road  and  Alexandra  Drive, 
St.  Wilfred  Grove,  Bessingby  Way,  from  connecting  road  to  Boundary 
Road.  290  yards  S.W.,  and  Boundary  Road,  from  connecting  road  to  Bes- 
singby Way,  140  yards  S.W. 

I take  consolation  from  the  fact  that  the  litter  baskets  are  being  used, 
but  the  expense  entailed  in  keeping  them  empty  during  the  summer  season 
is  considerable. 

Much  of  the  so  called  “litter”  could  be  taken  home  or  left  at  our 
hotels  and  boarding  houses  for  collection  with  the  house  refuse.  If  we  do 
not  provide  sufficient  litter  baskets  we  are  called  to  account,  and  when  we 
do,  they  are  often  used  for  anything  but  litter  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word. 

In  closing  this  report,  I must  record  my  thanks  to  my  staff,  who,  as 
usual,  have  been  wonderfully  loyal,  enthusiastic  and  painstaking  in  all 
their  work,  it  is  impossible  to  single  out  any  one  individual,  all  have  done 
a good  job. 

These  remarks  also  apply  to  my  outdoor  workers,  everyone  has  shown 
zeal  and  initiative  in  their  work. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman  (Aider- 
man  F.  G.  Webb)  and  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  Maughan)  and  my  fellow  officers  for  their 
support  and  co-operation.
